of Grafton and state New Hampshire, qualified to 
vote in town affairs ; 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in 
said Landaff, Tuesday, the 8th day of March next, at 
nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the follow- 
ing subjects: 

Art. 1. To choose all necessary town officers for the 
ensuing year. 

Art. 2. To raise such sums of money as may be 
necessary to defray town charges for the ensuing year, 
and make appropriations of the same. 


Art. 8. To see if the town will accept State Aid for 
highways, and raise and appropriate money for the 
same. 

Art. 4. To see how much money the town will raise 
and appropriate for the support of the Lisbon District 
Nursing Association. 


Art. 5. To see if the town will authorize the select- 
men to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


Art. 6. Toseeif the town will vote a discount on 
such part of taxes as are paid on or before July 15, 19388. 


Art. 7. To see what action the town will take in re- 
gard to real estate taken over by the town for non- 
payment of taxes. 

Art. 8. To choose a delegate to the Constitutional 
Convention. 

Art. 9. To transact any other business that may 
legally come before said meeting.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


TO THE SCHOOL BOARD AND CITIZENS OF LANDAFF: 


The total enrollment of your schools last year was 54, 
compared to a total of 60 the previous year. The aver- 
age membership was 47.35 and the percent. of attend- 
ance 94.08. There were 10 pupils attending Lisbon High 
school and two pupils attending the Nutter school in 
Bath. 

This year your total enrollment is 56, distributed as 
follows: Blue school, 16; Ireland, 20; and Scotland, 20. 
There are 12 pupils attending Lisbon High school. 
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There was one change in your teaching staff this yea‘: 
Miss Helen Hurd, who resigned to be married, was suc- 
ceeded by Miss Geraldine Cushing of Plymouth, a grad- 
uate of Plymouth Normal school in 1937. 

During the summer the Seotland school was given a 
much-needed coat of paint inside, the toilets were re- 
paired, a new outside door purchased, and the desks 
refinished. 

The closing of the Center school has saved the district 
considerable money, with only a smal! reduction in the 
state aid, so that it will be necessary to ask for only 
$2,700 to be appropriated for your schools for next year:
